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REMARKS 

I. Status of Claims 

Claims 15-17 and 20-27 are pending in the application. Claims 15 and 20 are the 
independent claims. Claims 1-14 were previously canceled and claims 18 and 19 are currently 
canceled without prejudice to and/or disclaimer of the subject matter therein. Claims 21-26 are 
currently amended to correct minor editorial errors. Thus, no new matter is added. 

Claims 18 and 19 stand rejected under 35 USC 102(b) as allegedly being anticipated by 
Tomatsu (USP 5,998,268) ("Tomatsu"). 

Claims 15-17 and 20-27 are allowed. 

The Applicant respectfully requests reconsideration of the rejections in view of the 
foregoing amendments and the following remarks. 

II. Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 15-17 and 20-27 are allowed. 

III. Pending Claims 

Claims 18 and 19 stand rejected under 35 USC 102(b) as allegedly being anticipated by 
Tomatsu (USP 5,998,268) ("Tomatsu").
